THIRD RAIL ELECTRIC SYSTEM MAY 


i 
MAKE LOCOMOTIVES USELESS. 


One Hundred Mll«a l'0r Hour 


out Dim«nK»-8j.t«in Will 


• Active Operation In Mew En

"In n comparatively short tiuio our 


locomotives may go into tho scrap heap 
•s tho old stagecoaches hud to go." 


This siguillcuut prophecy was recent- 


ly given utterance by President Charles 
p 
Chirk of tho New Haven railroad 


aiid was inspired by his knowledge of 
the possibilities of the third rail elec- 
tric system as demonstrated by recent 
experiments. 
Tho new system is to bo put to im 


mediate uso oil tho ncotion of the com 
pniiy's lines between New Britain and 
Hartford, a distance of 18 miles. 


It will not bo an experiment—tha , 


stage is passed—but u permanent sub- j 
Ktitution of electricity for the steum lo- 
comotive. 
A short timo ago a cor filled with , 5 - 


passengers was run by electricity be- 
tween the two cities at a speed of near- 
ly 100 miles an hour. At tho dress re- 
hearsal, with President Chirk aboard, 
tho train wm ruuut tho rate of 50 miles 
un hour. 
I 
President Clark, who is n clear head- I 


ed, practical, conservative railroad man, 
believes tills now inovo is the forerun- 
ner of n revolution ill tho operation of 
railroading the world-over. 


President Clark took up experiments 


with tho electric system in 189-1. Colo- 
Bel N. H, Heft of Bridgeport, Couu., 
who had organized the Bridgeport Trac- 
tion company aud other trolley con» 
panics and was versed iu tlio practical 
side of electric traction, was selected to 
tako charge. Ho was mado chief of the 
electrical department of tho road. 


Thu first stretch of road selected for 


experiment was that which runs along 
Nautnskct bench. This wus a singularly 
difficult part of tho system, six miles 
long, with livo miles iu curves. It was 
not felt ut tho timo that sufficient ex- I 
pci-ienco had been had with the third 
ruil system to allow of its being laid 
down on this experimental line, aud u I 
trolley wiro was suspended from brack- 
ets fastened to large, heavy polos set be- 
tween tho tracks. Tho operation of this 
experimental road was gratifying lo 
President Clark, Coleuel Heft nnd tho 
electrical company which supplied tho 
apparatus. In 1&'.)G PrcsidcutClurk took , 
up tho question of tlio third rail and dc- | 
tcrmined to lay it for a short distance | 
on tho wain lino itself, ruuniiiK from 
NantoBltet Junction to Bast Woymouth 
on ouo track und back on tlio other. Tho 
two feeders were run from tho power 
house aud joined to tho rail at the junc- 
tion, uud tbo cars which ran along the 
Nantaskct beach section continued their 
journey on to East Woymouth, passing 
irom tho trolley lino to the third rail 
without any difficulty. Tho third rail 
operated with absolute success, and the 
word was Rivott io equip a new stretch 
of track miming from Berlin, Conn., 
to Now i&titain, on tho Now York and 
Now Haven railway, Hartford division, 
aud from New Britain to Hartford, on 
tho New England railroad, Springflold 
division. 
Tho importance of this ovout cun 


hardly bo conceived. If tills stretch of 
truck, nearly 111 miles long, can hoop- 
crated with success from tho standpoint 
of tho straun ruilroud engineer, it» influ- 
ence upon every other railroad can very 
readily bo appreciated. 


Electricity has this advantage over 


the steam locomotive: for ovcry horse- 
power exerted during one hour iu au 
ordinary steam locomotive from BOVCII

In equipping tho now branch of his 


road President Chirk was determined 
thut Iho very best obtainable machinery 
should bo employed. Tins machinery is 
contained in a spacious power hoiisn 
which him been creeled at Berlin, a few 
yards from Iho main lino running from 
New HUVIMI lo Hartfurd. 


When the current is generated, 


goes underneath tho first door over cu- 
bks of Mllid ccpprr, well iuxnlalnd, tn 
tho switchboard. This carries the in- 
struments which allow Iho electrician 
to connect or disconnect tho current 
from tlio third rail, (lie meters which 
tell him bow much electricity is being 
consumed in driving the cars and other 
instruments which protect tho dynamos 
from any accident or short circuit on 
the line.

a contract with his employer which vir- 
tually makes a slave of him. Tho agree- 
ment is all in favor of tho employer.

My cases 
nolnded not only tho workingmen en- 
aged in breweries, but also tho propri- 
tors aud owners of breweries. It is a 
nrionafact that tlio mortality among 
be manufacturers is about as high ns 
among tho workiiigmou, showing that 
hey aro all given to copious libations. 
Another curious fact is that tho data 
that I havo boon able to secure indicate 
that Urtello's point, that mortality is 
ligh at advanced ages, is well homo 
out. Tho mortality is strikingly low 
among brewers in onrly years. Up to 
ago 40 or tbcrcabont brewers seem to 
bo about us good risks as pretty much 
anybody olso. After ago 40 tho mor- 
tality rises high, and I should say that 
ut nge fiO or 00 about throe brewers 
may bo expected to die where ouo aver- 
age person dies, which moans that tho 
observations mado by Dr. Bcrnachi m 
his address in 1800 havo been borno out 
by the small amount of data that 1 
havo been able to nccnmnlato."

Dr. F. 0. Young of tho Mutual Benefit 
Lifo Insurance company said that foot- 
hill, bicycling and other athletic exor- 
cises greatly impaired n person as a 
rink for a lifo insurance company.

General Longstrcet has not, and some 
months ago when I talked with him 
about it ho told mo that ho had never 
discussed it anil that in his book ho had 
eschewed all reference to tho matter. 


"In 1808, after the election of Gen- 


oral Grant to thu presidency, thoro was 
•i conference of nearly all tho big lead- 
'.rs of the confederacy in ono of tho par- 
lors of tlio St. Charles hotel in New- 
Orleans There wcro 18 or moro present, 
and the meeting, which was held be- 
hind closed doore, lasted for moro than 
a week. When it (lid adjourn, it had 
been resolved that, BO far as they could, 
they would throw- no obstacles iu tho 
wnv of tho national government; that 
they would adviso their southern friends 
to desert the Dcmoeratio party ami jmt 
hands with tho Kopubliouus, and iu till 
way the federal offices would go to the 
ex confederates, instead of tho glimil 
and carpet baggers that then iufestc, 
that country. General Lougstreet, ucol 
lego mate of General Grant's and n per 
sonal friend of many years' standing 
notwithstanding the fact that each ha 
commanded contending forces duriu 
the civil war, had scon the great soldio 
ut Washington a few weeks before, an 
helhon hud recommended such a course 
It was agreed nt tho New Orleans confer 
dice, almost without opposition, tin 
these southerners should co-operate wil 
General Grant and bring about a speed 
settlement of all differences then exis 


""Tlio gentlemen participating in this 
conference, went to their homes. Gen- 
eral LoliRStreet went to Washington. 
Ho had no diillculty iu seeing tlio pres- 
ident soon after his arrival. A fow days 
later ho was appointed United States 
marshal for the southern district of 
Georgia. His nomination was confirm- 
ed, and tho general accepted the posi- 
tion. Tho country knows about the 
howl that was raised all over the re- 
gion euuth of iMasou aud Dlxon's lino 
because of Lolicstreet's desertion. Ho 
had been a lifelong Democrat. Ho had 
voted with tlio Whigs before the war, 
but had recanted and had como back in- 
to tho DemocKitiofold, exhibiting much 
contrition. He was ono of the heroes of 
the Confederacy. 
Jin had gone to his 


Georgia homo in 180o with enmity and 
malice in Ins heart toward the Kepuh- 
lican party, which was then lo llim a 
party of rascals. And for him to go 111- 
io their camps four years later was all 
act never to he condoned. That is tho 
way tho southerners thought. Somostill 
look nt it that way. Newspapers teem- 
ed with denunciation; slump speakers 
thundered their excoriating Bentenccs 
from all coniern and cross roads, and 
private families heaped obloquy on his 
name around tlio family hearth, lint ho 
was undeterred by those demonstrations, 
•ind up to the expiration of his commis- 
sion lie remained unwdncod l.y such 
popular clamor. Tho other Confederates 
who had entered into the compact to 
take oOlces and thereby show the ad- 
ministration that they wero ready to 
act in peace wero frightened away by 
tho indignation created by Longstreet s 
acceptance, and filially they beoamo tho 
traitors, if traitors there were. Long- 
street had been sent ahead to blazo tho 
way. Tho fogs had become thick and 
the road dangerous, nnd his followers 
halted behind when they had promised 
assistance. 


"Aud during all tho years sinco then 


this gallant old man has carried his 
heartaches well. Ho has never divnlgod 
tlic secret It may como out some day, 
nud then woo bo unto n few southerners 
who have reviled his glorious uamo."
